OF JEFFERSON. 


THE PRINCIPLES OF TRUE DEMOCRACY. 


The Ex-President Says He Is a Partisan, if 
He Understands the Word—Other 
Speeches Made. 


New York, April 13.—Thomas O’Bell and 
J. M. Levy, two governors of the democratic 
club, gave a subscription dinner at the club 
house tonight in honor of Jefferson’s birthday. 
J. H. V. Arnold presided. He wasflanked by 
Bx- dent Cleveland and Governor Abbett, 
of NeW Jersey. Many prominent local dem- 
ocrats wer present. Ex-President Cleveland 
was the first speaker. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: I desire first of 
al] to express my thanks to the promoters of this 
occasion, forthe pleasure which a place in this 
goodly company affords me, and to congratulate 
the democratic club upon the indication of pros- 
perity and enterprise supplied by its ownership of 
this beautiful and commodious house. 

The maintenance of such a center for the culti- 
vation and dissemination of democratic princi- 
ples, together with the activity and earnestness of 
members of the club, furnish most gratifying evi- 
dence that those who abide here, fully realize the 
valueand importance of unremitting political 
endeavor, and thorough organization in behalf jof 
true democracy. 

Itseems that the atmosphere which pervades 
this place is ill suited to selfish and ignoble de- 
signs; and I feel at this moment that I am sur- 
rounded by influences which invite patriotic par- 
tisanship and disinterested devotion to party 
principles. This sensation is most agreeable, for 
I am glad to be called partisan, if my partisanship 
is patriotic. If partisan is correctly defined as 
“one who is violently and passionately devoted to 
party or interest,’’I must plead guilty to the 
charge of being a democratic partisan, so long as 
democracy is true to its creed and traditions, and 
60 long as condi.ions exist which tomy under- 
Standing make adherence to its doctrines 
synonymous with patriotism. ° 

It is a glorious thing to belong to a party which 
has a history beginning with the first years of our 
government, and full of achievements interwoven 
with all that has made our country great and kept 
our people free. It isaninspiring thing to know 
that by virtue of our party membership we are as- 
sociated with those whoresist the attempt of ar- 
rogant political power to interfere with the inde- 
pendence and integrity of popular suffrage, who 
are determined to relieve our countrymen from 
unjust and unnecessary burdens, who are intent 
upon checking extravagance in public expendi- 
tures and who test party purposes by their use- 
fulness in promoting the interests and welfare of 
all the people of the Jand. 

These cofsiderations furnish to those who love 
theireountry the highest and best incentives to 
constant and faithful efforts in the cause of true 
democracy. 

We are reminded, on this occasion, that we not 
only have a proud history and glorious traditions, 
but that our party had an illustrious founder, 
whose services and teachings have done as much 
to justify and make successful our government by 


- the people andfor the people, as any American 


who ever lived. Theclaim to such political ances- 
try is, of itself, sufficient to lend honor and pride 
to membership in a party which preserves in their 
vigor and purity the principles of that democracy 
which was established by Thomas Jefferson. 

These principles were not invented for the pur- 
pose of gaining popular ascent for a day, nor only 
because were useful in the early times of the 
republic. They were not announced for the pur- 
pose of serving personal ambitions, nor merely 
for the purpose of catching the suffrages of the 
people. They were laid as deep and as broad as 
the truths upon which the fabric of our govern- 
ment rested. Inaspirit of prophecy they were 
formulated and declared, not only as suitea to the 
experiments of a new government, but as suffi- 
cient in every struggle and every emergency 
which should beset the popularrule in all times to 
come andin all stages of our country’s growth 
and development. - 

The political revolution which accompanied the 
birth of our party, was not accomplished while 
the principles of democracy were kept laid away 
in a napkin, nor was the unanimity of their first 
acceptance secured by the senseless and noisy 
shouting of partisan bigotry and the refusal to 
receive converts to the faith. 

No man believes more implicitly in political in- 
struction of the people than the great founder of 
our party; and the first triumph of democratic 
principles, under his leadership, was distinctly 
the result of a campaign of education. So, too, 
in the light of our last great victory, no man who 
desires democratic success will deny the supreme 

of the most thorough and systematic 
presentation to our fellow-citizens of reasons 
which sup the avowed and accepted purposes 
of our . Those who now sneer at the efforts 
in that direction are our enemies—whether they 
confront us as confessed opponents, or whether 
they are traitors skulking within ourcamp.

THE CANDIDATE'S SON 


Has a Fist Fight with an Editor Who 
Uriticised His Father. 

Monroomery, Ala., April 13.—[Special.]— 
The campaign for city officers has been grow- 
ing very warm for the past few weeks, and 
yesterday The Montgomery Advertiser pub- 
lished an editorial, giving as a reason for its 
turning from the endorsement given Colonel 
Warren 8. Reese two years ago, when he re- 
tired from the offico of mayor, because Reese 
had been charged with some questionable 
transaction by which two Memphians, Rose 
and Chambers, obtained $1,000 worth of 
clothing from a London tailor, Nelson. In 
1889 Colonel Reese, while in London, called on 
Consul General New, who gave him a card 
bearing his endorsement to 4 fashionable 
tailor. This card§was lost by Colonel Reese, and 
it is surmised was picked up by two men hail- 
ing from Memphis, who, armed with this en- 
dorsement, played upon the éredulity of the 


tailor, and got the clothing without paying for.

In The Journal, this evening, Colonel Reese 
publishes a card denouncing the article in 
yesterday's Advertiser as ‘‘an unmitigated and 
malicious lie and its author’a liar, and he has 
the proof to substantiate this assertion.” 

More and serious trouble is feared. The 
friends of both candidates for the mayoralty 
are holding meetings tonight, and much feel- 
ing is displayed on both sides. Late this after- 
noon your correspondent learned that Colonel 
Reese, through his attorneys, Messrs. rst, 0 
more and White, had instituted suit against 
The Montgomery Advertiser for libel, claim- 
ing damages in the sum of $10,000. 


OUTHWAITE ENDORSES CRISP. 


There Is No Better Tariff Reformer in the 
House. 

Wasuinoron, April 13.—{Special.]—Repre- 
sentative Outhwaite, of Ohio, who will be a 
strong compromise candidate for speaker, in 
case the reaction between the southern candi- 
dates should result in sending the speakership 
north, is in the city for a few days. 

He expressed both surprise and indignation 


at the attempts that are being made, in the 


interest of other candidates, to question Judge 
Crisp’s position on the tariff question. 

‘“‘Why,” said he, this afternoon, “Mr. Crisp 
is as good a tariff reformer as there is in the 
house. Everybody who has known himin con- 
gress knows that. His record cannot be 
either seriously or successfully challenged. 
He made a better speech on the tariff than 
was made by any democrat uot a member of 
the ways and means committee. He did more 
for the cause of tariff reform that devolved 
upon a man nota member of the committeee 
charged especially with matters relating to 
that subject. He rendered the members of 
the ways and means committee in private 
more aid than the members of that committee 
when he was leading the hardest and most 
bitterly fought battles of the session,in the 
contested election cases.’’ 


ONE LITTLE THREAD 


In Woolen Goods Will Cause a Lower Rate 
of Duty. 

WasHInGTon, April 13.—The United States 
supreme court today affirmed the judgment of 
the circuit court against Farwell and others, 
and Magone, collector at New York, against 
Edward Luckemeyer in regard to the proper 
rate of duty under the act of 1883 on the im- 
portation of woolen dress goods, in which very 
slight amounts of cotton had been mixed in 
order to lower the classification of the goods. 
The tariffact of 1883 provided that dress 
goods, composed in part only of 
wools, should ay a duty of “5 
cents per yard and 35 per cent ad valorem, and 
where composed wholly of wool should pay 9 
cents per yard and 40 per cent ad valorem. 

The importers, so as to secure a lower classi- 
fication, introduced from 2 to 6 per cent of cot- 
ton into the warp of the goods. 

The evidence showed that cotton could not 
be detected, except ona very expert inspec- 
tion, and that it cost as much, if not more, to 
manufacture the goods with these cotton 
threads than if wholly of wool. 

The collector accordingly imposed a duty 
under the classification for woolen goods. The 
lower courts and this court sustain their de- 
cision that as, congress did not make any pro- 
vision asto what amount of cotton must be in 
—_ in order to segure a lower duty, the 
mporters had the right to mix any quantity of 
cotton, no matter how made, in order to secure 
lower rates. 

Justice Blatchford read the opinion, and 
justices Brown and Gray dissented. 


TREASURER NEBECKER. 


Mr. Huston Resigns and the President Ap- 
pointe His Successor. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Treasurer Hus- 
ton’s letter ofjresignation, dated February 24th, 
and the president’s acceptance, dated today, 
have been made public. The resignation 
takes effect upon the appointment and quali- 
fication of his successor. 

APPOINTMENT OF NEBECKER. 

The president late this afternoon appointed 
Charles H. Nebecker, of Indiana, to be United 
States treasurer, vice Huston resigned. Mr. 
Nebecker left Washington for his home, in 
Covington, Ind., this afternoon. Itis said.to 
be probable that he will not assume charge of 
the office for some time yet and when he does 
the usual formalities, such as counting the 
cash, including 45,000 tons of coin and hun- 
dreds of millions of notes and bonds must be 
undertaken. 


HE 18 A CANDIDATE. 


Secretary Proctor Says He Would Serve if 
Appointed Senator. 

RUTLAND, Vt., April 13.—A Boston Journal 
reporter met Hon. Redfield Proctor, secretary 
of war, at Albany, N. Y., on Saturday even- 
ing, en route to Washington. Secretary 
Proctor was interrogated regarding the cor- 
rectness of the dispatches sent from Omaha 
to eastern papers on the 9th instant, in which 
he is reported to have said in an interview 
that he was not a candidate for the Vermont 
senatorship. 

“That alleged interview,” said the secre- 
tary, “is a fabrication. I never made the 
statement attributed to me.” - 

The secretary further stated that he was a 
candidate for appointment by Governor Page 
to the senatorship, and added that if ap- 
pointed he would accept the office. 


The Sun’s Cotton Review. 

New York, April 13.—Futures opened at two 
points’ decline,closing barely steady at four to five 
points’ decline from Saturday’s final prices. The 
market was depressed by a decline of 2.64 at Liver- 
pool, very dull accounts from Manchester, war- 
like rumors from the continent and better weather 
at the south, where it was reported warm and dry, 
except in Texas, where necded rains had fallen 
over wide areas. The crop movement continues 
comparatively full, es lally at interior towns. 
The next crop attracted more attention, and some 
of the bears thought it safer to sell mber than 
August. Cotton on the spot was more freely 
offered, but not quotably lower.

THE DEBATE ON THE MAJORITY RULE. 


The Call Men Favor It, but the Opposition 
Talks for the Two-Thirds Rule—The 
Caucus to Meet Today. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., April 13.—The Call 
men captured the organization of the joint 
democratic caucus tonight by a vote of 56 to 
43. They also secured the adoption of a reso- 
lution making all votesin the caucus viva 
voce, instead of by ballot. A motion to adopt 
the majority rule provoked a spirited dis- 
cussion, which lasted over two hours, the Call 
men advocating it and the opposition insisting 
on the two-thirds rule. 

At 11:25 0’clock a call man moved the previous 
question, but the motion was lost through the 
division of the house. The roll call was neces- 
sary to decide the question, and debate was 
resumed on the two-thirds. rule by ex-Con- 
gressman Dougherty taking the floor in advo- 
cacy of it. 

At exactiy midnight a motion to adjourn 
was carried by a vote of 56 to 43, The caucus 
will meet again at 8 o’clock tomorrow night.

A TRAIN IN A CYCLONE. 


Hailstones Break the Headlight and Every 
Pane of Glass on One Side. 

Saw Antonro, Tex., April 13.—Two sleep 
ing coaches, running between the City of Mex- 
ico, San Antonio and Washington, D. C., 
via the Mexican National railway, reached 
here yesterday in a dilapidated condition. The 
Mexican train to which they were. attached 
passed through a cyclone and hailstorm near 
Tarreon, Tex., on Saturday night. So large 
were the hailstones that the headlight of the 
engine and every pain of glass on one side of 
the train were smashed asif they had been 
struck by rocks. The tin roofs were battered 
so badly that not a particle of paint remained. 
Several personsin the day coaches were in- 
jured, and a Mexican, at Tarreon station, was 
killed. The train was forced to stop for half 
an hour till the storm had passed. Those on 
the sleeper who reached here say the cyclone 
must have created great havoc.

Before 
he had finished reading his warrant, he was 
surrounded by an organized band of about 
forty well-known liquor dealers who adminis- 
tered a terrible beating to him.

OVER AN EMBANKMENT. 


Accident to a Passenger Train at Van- 
port, Pa. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 13.~—The west-bound 
passenger train which leaves this city for 
Cleveland, O., at 14:05 o’clock a. m., ran into 
a landslide at Vanport, Pa., thirty-five miles 
west of here, shortly after 1 o’clock, derailing 
the locomotive, baggage and mail cars. The 
baggage car is said to have gone over an em- 
bankment. Details of the accident -have not 
yet been received in this city, but it is reported 
that four trainmen and a number of passen- 
gers were injured. George Liebtage, the engi- 
neer, and W. E. Brown, the fireman, are said 
to be so badly scalded that they will die.

He landed on 
the sidewalk sixty feet below and died within 
an hour at Bellevue hospital. 


POISONED CREAM PUFFS. 


Fourteen Chattanoogans Sick From Eating 
Sweatmeats. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 13.—An epi- 
demic, of poisoning cause, occurred in the city 
yesterday. Fourteen victims have so far been re- 
ported, although none have proved fatal. The 
cause was cream puffs bought from a confec 
tioner’s. The medium is thought to be arsenic, 
which in an unexplained way became mixed 
with the ingredients of the shell’s puffs. So 
far nothing positive is known, but an investi- 
gation is being made. 


The Buarglars Escaped. 

OXFORD, Ala., April 13.—[Special.|—The young 
men, Morton and Mann, arrested here a few days 
since while planning an extensive series of bur- 
glaries, made a successful escape from prison yes- 
terday during the temporary absence of the 
guards. The day before while at work upon the 
streets, under the supervision of the marshal, one 
of them, the younger, feigned sickness and was 
returned to the calaboose. Ky means of a piece of 
tin taken from a water bucket, he severed a 
wooden pin ng two logs, thus enabling them 
to pull the ends of the logsapart. They walked 
up the principal street behind their guard. They 
paid a lawyer all their money for a few words of 
advice, which availed them naught, and had noth- 
ing to pay their fines with, hence were put to work 
on the streets. They leave behind a first-rate set 
of burglar drills and other tools, besides two ex- 
cellent revolvers.

THE RACE FEELING HIGH. 


The Whites and Blacks Aroused in 
Charlotte.

News of Charlotte’s excitement has spread 
rapidly, and all trains coming into the city 
this afternoon were crowded with people from 
the neighboring towns. The streets present a 
lively mass of humanity, going backward and 
forth. Excitement is at the hi zhest pitch. 
The negroes of the city are holding a mass 
meeting tonight, to decide what they will do. 
The African Methodist Episcopal church was 
filled all night long with a crowd of an 
negroes, seemingly determined todo muc 
damage. About 2 o’clock this morning, a 
squad of negroes came to the jail and asked 
for protection, stating the lives of their fellow- 
men were endangered at the church. Colonel 

Q. Anthony at once dispatched 
a portion of the mnilitia to 
the church, and as the men _ were 
being drawn into line, some negroes that were 
in the cupola of the church opened fire on the 
soldiers. This so incensed the guard that the 
fire was returned, and the negro church was 
terribly riddled with bullets, and it presents 
this morning an appearance not unlike a 
sifter. All the stained glasses in the front 
were smashed by flying bullets, and it is re- 
abe that severa) negroes were badly in- 
jured. 

Mayor F. B. McDowell issued a proclama- 
tion this afternoon that all the barrooms of the 
city should be closed at half-past 5 o’clock, so 
that whisky should not lead the infuriated 
mob to uncalled-for violence. 

Yéur correspondent had talked with Henry 
Branham, the negro accused of the heinous 
crime, this afternoon. He denies that he ever 
saw the Italian that he is accused of having 
killed. He says that he isnot afraid but what 
he will have a chance for life, and that he can 
establish proof sufficient that heis no mur- 
derer. Tonight itis rumored that Branham 
is the man that so foully murdered an old cit- 
izen of Greensboro some weeks ago, almost in 
the same way that Merrea was killed. 

An entire police force of 200 men have: just 

one out from police headquarters to guard the 
jail. It is not thought advisable to put the 
military on guard tonight, as they were up all 
night last night. The hardware stores have been 
raided today by citizens in search of any 
kind of firearms, and young 
men, boysand all have guns. Never in the 
history of the city has such excitement existed 
as has been for the past day. 

Crowds of men have abandoned their busi- 
ness to join in the mobs about the streets. The 
ladies of the city are frightened terribly. The 
negroes say that they expect to burn every 
white churchin the city but what they have 
revenge for what transpired last nigh. The 
minds of the whites have somewhat wandered 
from the idea of lynching, and now it is for 
white supremacy against negro domination. 
Crowds of South Carolina men are swarmi 
into the  f from all sides, with their bl 
fairly boiling with indignatiou, and grave 
fears are apprehended for the safety of the 
city. hi 


DEATH OF COUNT LEWENHAUPT, 


Who Was Married to Miss Bayard About 
a Fortnight Ago. 

Witmineton, Del., April 13.—[{Special.]— 
Count Reinhold A. Lewenhaupt died sud- 
aenly at his home, No. 1017 Adams street, in 
this city, shortly after 6 o’clock this morning, 
of typhoid fever. His illness was short, and no 
one outside of his immediate family was aware 
that his life was in peril, until the sad news of 
his death was announced. He was married 
April 2d to Miss Ellen, youngest daughter of 
ex-Secretary Bayard. He was attached to the 
Swedish legation during Mr. Cleveland’s ad- 
ministration, but came to Wilmington, some 
time ago, to learn practical ship-building and 
iron-wcrking, inthe shopof Harlan & Hol- 
lingsworth. He was titled, wealthy and hand- 
some, and socially a favorite, but he was em- 
ployed as a mechanic, and had his bench 
among the rest of the employes. He had be- 
come an exceilent workman.

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AFTER STANLEY AGAIN. 


CHARGES MADE BY GEORGE W. 
WILLIAMS 


AGAINST THE GREAT AFRIGAN EXPLORER. 


He Says the Mention of Stanley’s Name 
Causes a Shudder in Congo Free State, 
as He Left Desolation in His Path. 


New York, April 13.—Still another attack 
is made on Henry M. Stanley. It comes from 
Colonel George W. Williams, author of+ ‘The 
Colored Troops in the Rebellion,’ who has 
been for some time in the empioy of the 
Congo free state. Last year he wrote from 
his station what he has since published in 
pamphlet form under the title of ‘‘An Open 
Letter to his Serene Majesty, Leopold I, 
King of the Belgians and Sovereign of. the 
independent State of Congo, by Colonel, the 
Hon. George W. Williams, of the United 
States of America.’”” The lester isan attack 
on the government of Congo concerning Stan- 
ley. Williams says: 

WHAT WILLIAMS SAYS. 

“‘Agents of your majesty’s government have 
misrepresented the Cobgo railway. H. M. 
Stanley, the man who was your chief agent in 
setting up your authority in this country, has 
grossly misrepresented the character of the 
country. Instead of it being fertile and pro- 
ductive, it issterileand unproductive. The na- 
tives can scarcely subsist upon the vegetable life 
produced in some parts of the country. Nor 
will this condition of affairs change until the 
native shall have been taught by European 
dignity, utility and blessingof labor. There is 
no improvement among the natives, because 
there is an impassable gulf between them and 
your majesty’s government—a gulf which can- 
not be bridged. 

CHARGES ILL TREATMENT. 

_ “Henry M. Stanley’s name produces 4 
shudder among the simple folks when men- 
tioned. They remember his broken promises, 
his copious profanity, his hot temper, his 
severe and rigorous measure by which they 
were mulched of their land. His last appear- 
ance in Congo produced a profound sensation 
among them, when he led 500 Zanzibar sol- 
diers with 300 camp followers on his 
way to relieve Emin Pasha. They thought it 
meant complete subjugation and they fied in 
confusion. But the only thing they found in 
the wake of his march was misery, No white 
man commanded his rear column, and his 
troops were allowed to straggle, sicken and 
die, and their bones were scattered over more 
than 200 miles of territory. ” 


‘LOOKS BAD FOR FRENCE. 


A Senator Says the Country Is on a High 
Road to Bankrtptcy. 

Paris, April 13.—Apropos of the future in- 
crease of the effective messof the French army 
and of the minister of war’s demand on the bud- 
get committee of the chamber of deputies for 
further appropriations, Senator Barthelemy 
St. Hilaire, ex-minister of foreign affairs, said 
to an Associated Press correspondent: 

‘It becomes more and more evident that 
France is on the high road to bankruptcy. We 
often hear it said that France is one of the 
richest countries in Europe, This is quite 
true. So, too, we would call a man 
rich who had an income of 1,000,000 
francs a year. But, suppose he spent each 
year 1,500,000 francs, and suppose he kept on 
doing so year after year, what would his wealth 
amount to under such circumstanees? And 
yet this is just what France is doing, and has 
been doing for a very long time. 

‘*The upshot of the whole thing must be that 
we shall have to repudiate our debt as we did 
in the first revolution, and start afresh. I 
greatly admire the magnificant manner in 
which the United States has gone on paying 
off its tremendous debt contracted during the 
gigantic civil war. We ought to imitate, in a 
modest way, America’sexample. But several 
circumstances oppose this. In the first place, 
the wastefulness of our great departments of 
government is something frightful. While it 
cannot be said that there is any outright steal- 
ing of public funds, extravagance is tremen- 
dous, and’no government dares incur the 
anger of a political cleaning out of this Augean 
stable. 

“Then, again, our military system is so ex- 
pensive and keeps on growing more so every 
day, thatitseemsan almost hopeless task to 
try. to stop this suicidal policy. We cannot re- 
duce ourarmy, for there stands that Alsace- 
Lorraine difficulty still undecided. What an 
unpardonable sin it was for Germany to take 
those provinces. We would willingly have 
paid many more millions of francs could we 
have preserved our territory intact. 

‘*But France will never abandon Alsace-Lor- 
raine without a struggle, which, when it 
comes, will be a deadly one. France must 
win or be effaced from the map of Europe, like 
Poland. She will fight to the last man, for 
she will see that her very existence as a na- 
tion depends on victory. And, if she comes 
off victor, in what an exhausted state she will 
probably be left! Then the ordinary financial 
situation, rendered still more oppressive by 
the increased expenditures of the supreme 
struggle, will weigh down upon the bleeding 
nation, and bankruptcy will then be ineyit- 
able.’’ 


THE RUMOR FROM ROME. 


Efforts to Trace It to Some Foun- 
dation. 

Romg, April 13.—Up to noon today it has 
been impossible to learn anything further con- 
cerning the report that the Italian cabinet had 
decided to request United States Minister 
Porter to leave Rome, in case no reply to 
Premier Rudini’s last note was received from 
Secretary Blaine by tomorrow. The officials 
are reticent, and the journals are unabie to 
secure definite confirmation or denial at the 
American legation. Nothing can be learned. 
Minister Porter has heard rothing except 
what he has gained from the papers. In well- 
informed circles the prevailing opinion, as 
near as one can gather, is that the premier 
will not proceed to extremities at this 
juncture. 

It is argued that, whatever beneficial effect 
such a display of vigor might have in increas- 
ing the popularity of the president’s cabinet, 
it must be only temporary, inasmuch as it 
would leave the New Orleans incident farther 
from settlement than ever, while the Ameri- 
can government would doubtless be so irri- 
tated by the Italian policy as to make any set- 
tlement impossible. While the prevailing 
opinion thusis that Marquis di Rudini will 
not take the rash step reported to be in con- 
templation, the report still continues to show 
some vitality.

Onr Juvenile Transgressors. 

The way of the transgressor is hard, and 
it is particularly hard sometimes when the 
offender happens to be a helpless child. 

The majority of the law is a big thing. It 
is aterrible thing when the, culpritis of 
tender years, ignorant and friendless. Then 
it is that the law looms up, a flaming terror, 
scorching and destroying what it strikes. 

Take the case of the two girls, aged re- 
spectively eighteen and fifteen, now at the 
station house, waiting to be sent to a convict 
camp for the term of six months, for a mis- 
demeanor. The good people of Atlanta, 
from the governor down, are stirred up over 
the matter, and rightly so. A powerful and 
civilized state cannot afford to administer 
justice without tempering it with mercy 
where the weak are concerned. 

Look at the little thirteen-year-old boy, 
whose hunger caused him to steal] three pota- 
toes in Cherokee county the other day. He 
was sent to jail, and was only saved by the 
interposition of a big-hearted citizen who 
wént on his bond, and gave him food and 
clothing. WK? 

Then, it seems that we have in our county 
chaingang a girl who has been there eight 
months for violating the prohibition laws of 
Habersham county. When she committed 
her offense she was only seventeen, anda 
wife. too. She has four months yet to serve, 
if her petition for a pardon is not granted. 

And, by the way, THE CONSTITUTION had 
@n item a few days ago about a ten-year-old 
boy in our jail for robbing a postoffice box. 
He was to be detained until it was decided 
whether to send him to a reformatory or do 
something else with him. 

But enough of this. We have merely 
mentioned a few casesin this region that 
have figured in the newspapers within the 
past three or foitr: days. “We have no desire 
to give a full list. | 

Perhaps these children, now that the peo- 

ple know their situation, will find friends 
and mercy. But are there not many others, 
whose cases are not brought before the pub- 
lic ina way to excite sympathy? We hope 
not, but we have our fears. 
_ No matter how humanely our chaingangs 
“and convict camps are conducted, they are 
bad places for girls and boys. When we take 
a starving boy, or a simple country girl, who 
may or may not be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and send them to a convict camp, we may 
be administering justice, but it is a semi- 
barbarous justice. It is not the justice of a 
Christian and civilized people. 

We must do better than this. If the facts 
here summarized have been correctly re- 
ported, they do not reflect credit upon our 
commonwealth. If such crude ideas of jus- 
tice are to dominate us, the result will bea 
debased and brutalized public sentiment, 
more lawlessness, and a lower tone of mo- 
rality. 

The active sympathy and interest exhib- 
ited by our people during the past two days 
in the unfortunate girls at the station house 
convinces us that the popular heart only 
needs to be touched to respond promptly in 
such cases of unnecessary severity on the 
part of the law. Afterall, the people have 
more sense, and they are more just and 
merciful than the average lawmaker or 
judge. Yet the courts are not responsible 
for this state of affairs. The fault is in the 
penal system which they have to enforce. 


The State and Its University. 

Dr. .H. C. White, in thecourse of a recent 
interview published in The Athens Banner, 
makes an unanswerable plea for the cause of 
higher education. 

The professor is on THE CoNnsTITUTION’S 
line. . He believes that the State University 
should be identified with the common 
schools, and be made the capstone of our 
educational system. 

We must do this as the logical result of 
the American system which we have adopted 
since the war, and under which we have 
undertaken the education of the children of 
the state at the public expense. 

The university should be directly and in- 
timately connected with the common schools 
so that the progressive education of our cit- 
izens may go on without break or friction. 
This fact is practically recognized in our 
statutes, and yet the money has not been 
provided for carrying on university work. 

_* Now that the institution is a free public 
school, the appropriation for its support is 
simply a matter of business that the state 
will have to look after. The university will 
in future furnish the teachers for our com- 
~-mon schools. From its walls will come the 
*“Jeaders of thought, the pioneers of progress, 
who are to become a power in the land, and 
keep Georgia in the front rank of states. 

The duty of the hour is to increase the 
efficiency of our system of public education 
by building up the university atthe same 
~ ‘time that we are building up our common 


schools, They belong to the people, and are 


__ for the people, and should be liberally sus- 
tained by the people through the state gov- 
ces These views of Professor White cannot 

pe fail to be heartily endorsed by all intelligent 
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’ o> . cannot ffor ‘to leave 
mo ent system of free public educa- 
tion incomplete by neglecting to properly 
sustain its crowning glory, the State Uni- 
versity. | 


The Wandering Jew--One Jones. 

We observe that one Charles.H. Jones, 
who was compelled to leave Florida on ac- 
count of being subjected to other heat than 
that of the climate, and who has since 
drifted into the newspaper business in St. 
Louis, is undertaking to make himself very 
conspicuous by attacking THE ConsTITU-

Dissolving views—lights and shadows—they 
make up life! 


Mr. Blaine and His Friends. 

The prominent friends and admirers of 
Mr. Blaine are more sensitive than that re- 
publican statesman seems to be. Perhaps 
it is due to the fact that, as spectators, they 
are better able to understand public opinion 
and to view the entire field of politics. They 
perceive that the situation as it exists is not 
at all favorable to Mr. Blaine; that those 
who have been taught to regard the secre- 
tary of state as a leader are not likely to re- 
cover quickly from the shock of beholding 
the Plumed Knight toting the train of Mr. 
Benjamin Harrison,and smiling complacently 
the while. And, indeed, it isa spectacle so 
touching that it will hereafter be referred to 
as a remarkable episode in our political an- 
nals. 

A few days agosome of the more anxious 
friends of Mr. Blaine grew so impatient that 
they called on the secretary and gave him 
their vféws of the situation with a candor 
which must have brought blushes to the 
bronzed and storm-beaten cheek of the re- 
publican ‘‘premier.’’ They strove to show 
him that Mr. Benjamin Harrison was the 
smallest and most insignificant and unpop- 
ular man in the republican party. They as- 
sured Mr. Blaine that,even if Harrison could 
secure the nomination, he could not be 
elected,and they appealed to the:secretary to 
become a candidate’and thus save the party 
from the blundering humiliation of renomi- 
nating Harrison. . 

The delegation begged, and pleaded, and

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THE STATE AND THE UNIVERSITY. 


A Strong Interview With Dr. H. ©. White 
on the Subject. 
Athens Banner Interview with Dr. H. C. White: 

The university has no right to demand any part 
of the public money as a matter of sentiment. 
Proud of its past—of its noble alumni, no one of 
whom has e’er betrayed his county or his state, or 
disgraced his alma mater, but all of whom have 
been among the foremost contributors to our pros- 
perity and our giory; of its trustees, who unself- 
ishly and freely gave their time and energy to its 
management,and who, in its conduct for more than 
100 years, have lost or misapplied not one dollar of 
the funds entrusted to their charge ;conscious of its 
unstained history, the university can close its 
doors tomorrow and challenge criticism to pick a 
single flaw in its record as a mighty power for 
learning, virtue, purity and patriotism from the 
foundation of the commonwealth. But for all 
this, it asks no money of the state—albeit it may 
stand as a guarantee of its worthiness to admin- 
ister atrust. But as a matter of a eyed ~gpea 
why should the state have a university at all? 

‘1, Because the tre ge and happiness of any 

ople go hand in hand with their enlightenment. 
What the mass of mankind may come out from the 
darkness of ignorance into the light of knowledge 
only because the way is blazed to them—because 
they are led andthe path shown to them. The 
men who biaze the way and point out the path 
are the enlightened men, the educated men—men 
who know what is being done in the world, who 
have tasted of its best things and appreciate the 
culture and the training that secures pros- 
perity and happiness. The leaders of 
thought, the pioneers of progress, the 
centers of influence in any community are the 
men whose education has gone so faras to have 
given them a knowledge and an enlightenment 
that makcs thema veritable power among their 
fellows. If the University of Georgia graduated 
but ten thoroughly educated men a year—men 
who would go out among their fellowjcitizens and 
mark the lives which lead to happiness and pros- 
perity, it would be worth much money to the state 
as a purely business investment. Ifit graduated 
a hundred it would be worth ten fold as much. 
The absence of a prosperous university in a state 
indicates either that its people do not wish to 
have the knowledge and the training that bring 
prosperity to commonwealths, or that its people 
are not qualified to receive and appreciate the 
education and the culture that elsewhere give 
ower and refinement to the nations of the world. 
he people of Georgia may surely demand of their 
lawgivers that they shall not be placedin ejther 
category. 

“The free public schools for elementary educa- 
tion controlled and supported by the state are es- 
tablished, permanent institutions. The state ed- 
ucates its children. It is presumed the state de- 
sires good schools and will be satisfied with noth- 
ing less. Good schools are impossible without 

ood teachers. The state is obligated to provide or 
find good teachers. Where shall they be had? 
The teachers should surely know more n those 
they teach; they should be thoroughly educated 
and trained in methods of education. Clearly, 
one imperative duty of the university—the state 
institution for higher education—is to furnish 
these teachers. The state, to be consistent must 
enable the university todoit. The faculty of the 
university, with the sanction of the board of

During the afternoon ex-Tax Collector Wil- 
son went on the stand to make his statement 
in the case. 

He told how that, when he went into the 
office he was in good circumstances, but that 
now he is not worth one dollar, and has no 
property except his household goods. 

His income outside the .office was about 
$2,500 a year, and his half of the commissions 
and cther perquisities, during the three years 
he was in office, amounted to almost $3,500 
per annum. 

During the time he was in office he re- 
ceived from his father-in-law $3,300, from W. 
C. Porter in 1886, $700 due him, and from 
Robert L. Parker $400in the same manner. 
Then he had forty-three bales of cotton stored 
with J. L. Abbott, and at one time received 
$1,710 on that. He did not remember how 
much he had received altogether. 

From January 21, 1886, to February 2, 1888, 
he kept his deposits with the Gate City Na- 
tional bank. At that time he changed to the 
Merchants’ bank, where he deposited for the 
remainder of the time of his term of office. 

He was brought up ona farmand had no 
knowledge of. book-keeping, but he never 
drew a check for his own use, except when he 
had private funds in the bank. 

On two occasions he borrowed $500 from the 
Gate City bank, when there was plenty of pub- 
lic funds to his credit in the bank. 

His cash books and other books. with vari- 
ous receipts having been misplaced, he was 
unable to make an itemized statement. He 
had almost $20,000 in the bank, counting his 
commissions, during his term of office, to his 
credit, and putin about $450,000 for the state 
and county. 

After concluding his statement the defense 
announced closed, and as the state had noth- 
ing further to advance, court adjourned till 
this morning, when argument will begin.

“By donations from large-hearted men whom 
I am sure will readily give when they have 
satisfied themselves of the good that can be 
accomplished,”’ 

‘In what way do you expect to induce these 
women to abandon their present life?” 

“A mission will be established in connec- 
tion with the home. In that way many-will 
be induced to come to services and from that 
itisaneasy step into: the home of refuge. 
Besides there are many of these women who 
are ready and willing to quit the life they are 
leading, who know and feel its fearful con- 
-sequences, who recognize that under 
the ban of society they are 
lepers, shunned and avoided as worse than 
those physally diseased with the leprosy. 
This feeligg with them is stronger than the 
facts wafrant, for there are many Christian 
men and women Who are anxious to say to 
these poor women, 
degradation and disgrace, and seek, in a ‘pure 
life, that peace which can never be found in 
the path of sin.’’ 

“What would be required to support the 
home ?’’ 

“To a large extent it would be self-sustaining. 
The women would take in sewing and such 
fancy work as they could do, and‘ as soon as it 
was concluded that a woman intended in truth 
to reform, and she, by her conduct, exempli- 
fied it, work would be secured for her in 
some city, where Christian people engaged in 
this work, would so surround her that there 
would be no inclination to return toa life of 
shame. » We have great hopes for the success 
of our project, believing that the Christian 
people of Atlanta will give us every possible 
assistance.” | 

Mr. Barclay’s Views. 

Mr. John F. Barclay, who fora number 
of years has been engaged with others con- 
nected with - the Marietta street 
inission in endeavoring, so far as the disadvan- 
tageous circumstances permit, to reclaim 
fallen wgmen, and who has visited a number 
of homes of the kind proposed in the north to 
watch the practical workings and results, 
spoke of the work and of Atlanta’s needs in 
the direction proposed. Of the work which 
has been done he said: 

*‘Of course we have not been able to accom- 
plish much, for @e have no place to take the 
women. We have to provide passage for 
_ them, and a place for them in a home in some 
other city, as it is impossible to find 
work of any character for them here, and no 
one will receive them.” 

‘‘Has the work that the mission has accom- 
. plished in reclaiming fallen women been per- 
manent, or have the women afterward re- 

yturned to the old life ?”’ 


‘Situated as we are, we are not in a position - 


to keep up with them; but ina number of cases 
in which we have been able to watch them, 
the women are now leading Christian lives. 

“Asanexample: One night a woman who 
was sick near the mission, hearing the sing- 
ing, sent for some of us to come over and see 
her. Several ladies of the mission and several 
gentlemen went over. We talked with her, 
and at her request sang several songs. We 
found her very poorly provided for, and no 
regular practicing physician attending her. 
Thé woman seemed very despondent, and Os- 
good Sanders, who was with us, in his charac- 
teristic way, toid her to cheer upand she 
would soon be allright. The next day Os- 
good sent a physician to see her, and often I 
would see him sending or carrying 
her eatables. The members of the mission 
visited her, and after a long illness she recov- 
ered. , 

“That woman is now the wife of amechanic 
in Memphis, who married her with a full 
knowledge of what she had been and of her 
perfect reformation. She now devotes, with 
others, a part of her time distributing tracts 
among these women, and endeavoring in other 
ways to change them from the life they are 
leading.”’ 

‘‘What has been the result of the efforts of 
the homes in other cities?” 

“Last fall I visited the Florence Night 
mission, Nos. 21 and 23 Bleecker street, 
New York. This mission was founded by 
Charles N. Crittenden, a wholesale druggist 
of that city,as a monument to his little 
daughter Florence, whom he idolized. Mr. 
Crittenden debated the question of erecting a 
costly monument of granite and marble to her 
memory, but concluded to erect this mission 
and home. And here a generous father, by 
the hand of an innocent child, has led many a 


woman from the slums of disgrace to a pure 


and noble life.” 
Of the statistical results of the Florence 


mission, Mr. Barclay said: 

“Out of 3,000 who have beenin the home, 
- from 40 to 50 per cent are known to be leading 
proper lives, many of them occupying respon- 
sible positions in stores and other establish- 
ments. Human strength of character does not 
all come from the sunshine of pure life, and 
many of these women who have stood in the 
shade of the darkest shadow that can fall 
across the path of life, who have 
looked and longed for a ray 
of hope but to whom the world has said for 
you there is nothing but utter darkness— 
through time and through eternity—those 
women once led to feel there is hope, that 
there are Christian men and women who hold 
out theirhands to them and are ready to a 
them, will seek a home and a refuge provide 
for them and by their faith and their works 
demonstrate that reformation is complete. 

“Others who have drank deep of the cup of 
dissipation and sin can be reached for there 
are few of them to whom doesnot come, in 
some hour when all sound seems hushed in 
the presence of God and death, a thought of 
the innocence of other days, of @ prayer or 
song and with thisa longing to be rescued 
from the fetters that bind them. 

‘At the Florence mission, women, who 
came from the lowest dives in the city, have, 
from idlenesss, filth, drunkenness and. sin, 
been transformed into neat, industrious, sober,

The Doctors Believe that Both Legs Must 
Come Off. 

M, T. Whitlock is again in a critical condi- 
tion, and a consultation amongst his physi- 
cians was had yesterday. 

It is thought now that the right Jeg, and 
perbaps the other, will have to be amputated. 

The blood poison has broken out again, and 
he is suffering excruciating agony. There are 
three new ulcers, and his system generally is 
in a terrible condition. Yesterday afternoon 
he had taken four anda half grains of mor- 
phine since 10 o'clock in the forenoon. 

“I haven’t slept any in two nights,’’ he said, 
“and if this spell is like the others it will last 
about sixteen days, It is worse than death.” 

The left leg below the knee is little more 
than skin and bone, and the knee joint is 
fixed like an iron casting. 

The other leg, below the knee, though 
usually smaller than the other, is now bloated 
and festered to three or four times its usual 
size. Itis a terrible sight. His stomach is 
swollen, and as hard as wood to the touch. 

The application for his pardon is being 
pushed, and it can perhaps be said with truth 
that this hope has kept him alive through 
what would have killed ninety-nine men out 
of a hundred. 

“I am liable to go off at any time,” he says, 
‘“‘but so faras Iam concerned I have made 
my peace with God, and when He calls, I am 
ready togo. ButI don’t want to die with 
that sentence hanging over me, for the sake of 
my wife and boy there. He oughtn'tto grow 
up with that sort of cloud over him. 

“TI can’t leave here under sentence, and all 
that can do me good is a change of air and 
water. I ought to go to the springsin Arkan- 
sa8s—get away from here—but I can’t go as a 
convict, and this is killing me by inches. I 
weighed 200 pounds when I went to jail, and 
when I was sent back home I weighed 110 
pounds. I was getting better, and weigh now 
135, but these sores are coming back.”’ 

Whitlock refers feelingly to his conversion 
at the jail. 

**I have felt betterin mind ever since,’’ he 
says, “and am willing to die if I can go to my 
grave a free man, and with the knowledge that 
=e wife and boy won’t sufferafter I’m dead for 
what I did here.” 

He has served two years of his time. The 
sentence was for ten. 

Governor Northen will be asked to have 
another examination, and that report is ex- 
pected to have great weight with the petition. 

Whitlock is fearful that he will die under 
the operation to be performed, aud wants that 
postponed until the petition is acted upon; so 
that if it does result fatally he will die a free 


man.

TEES AWAITING 


The Governor’s Action—Some Additional 
Facts Concerning an Interest- 
ing Case. 


Mrs. Goff and her daughters were taken to 
Fulton county jail yesterday. 


They will be comfortably cared for there | 


until Governor Northen has concluded his in- 
vestigation. 

Goyernor Northen’s prompt action in visit- 
ing the station house on Sunday to see the 
unfortunate prisoners was made the occasion 
of a great deal of praise among the citizens 
yesterday. 

Sheriff Jones has gone back to Union county, 
and Governor Northen will probably be in pos- 
session of the facts in the case in a day or so. 

It is understood that Judge Welborn, who 
sat in judgment on the case, will be more than 
willing to a commutation of the chaingang 
sentence to a fine, or may recommend a total 
pardon. 

While in Atlanta Sheriff Jones stated to 
Captain Couch that the only reason the women 
were sentenced to the chaingang, after being 
found guilty by the jury, of course, was that 
they were totally unable to pay a fine, and the 
judge could do nothing else. 

Judge Welborn, it is stated, was willing to 
impose a fine after géntence had been passed 
if the money could be raised to pay it, but the 
people of Union county were unwilling to go 
down into their pockets to save the woman 
and girls from chains. 

Here is another point that has not been 
brought out yet. 

The women were bought, or rather their 
time of sentence was bought by Fulton 
county. 

So this makes it all the more fitting that the 
people of Atlanta should interest themselves 
to prevent. the mother and daughter from work- 
ing in the chaingang. \ 

Five dollars a month. : 

That is the price which Fulton county pays 
for each of the women. 

The mother must work a year in stripes to 
satisfy a $60 claim. 

Cinda, the fifteen-year-old child must work 
six months in stripes, associated with hardened 
criminals, and perhaps be forever degraded, 
for the lack of $30. 

Lizzie, her sister, three years older, must 
also wear con vict’s clothes for six months. 

This, too, when officials of wide experience 
fail to discover any of the usual evidences of 
degradation about either. 

Another rather significant fact has come to 
Captain Couch’s notice. 

The fathers of both Lewis and Satterfield, 
the two young men whose testimony convicted 
the women, were on the grand jury Which 
found the indictments against them. 

Which, at least, lends color to the story of 
persecution related by Mrs. , 

In connection with the staternent that the 
three women were hired by Fulton county, it 
may be well to explain that Fulton county 
has a standing bid for convicts in all the 
counties, and that Mrs. Goff and her daugh- 
ters were bundled up and sent on their way to 
The Fulton chaingang without apy investiga- 
tion whatever by the county officials. 

Yesterday morning a prominent member of 
‘the board of county commissioners went to the 
station house, and after seeing Mrs. Goff and 
the two girls stated that before they should go 
to the chaingang he would pay their fines him- 
self, if permitted to do'so. 

Many other offers of assistance were made at 
the station house, and if Governor Northen 
commutes their sentence, enough money to 
pay the mother aud her daughters out will be 
subscribed in very short order, -. 

The papers in the case will ‘probably be in 
the governor’s hands today or tomorrow, when 
the fate of Mrs. Goff and her daughters will be 
set tied. 

Why they Were Disliked. 

Mr. P. H. Milton, ex-tax collector of Gilmer 
county, was in Atlanta yesterday. He was 
very much: interested in the case, and a willing 
witness to the fact that the case -warranted 
executive interferenee and investigation.

What It Is to Live in Inman Park as Told by 
a Man Who Has Lived There. 
Interesting Notes. 


The great sale of lotsin Inman park occurs 
tomorrow and will be “the event of the sea- 
son’’ in real estate circles. 

There is many a man in Atlanta who would 
like to be the proud owner of a home in In- 
man park, and many a woman’s heart flutters 
at the thought of such an ideal place to live. 

“On the subject of home, let me say this,’’ 
remarked a resident of Inman park yesterday. 
“A man ought to get the very best home that 
he can possibly secure. Home isoné of the 
things that a man can enjoy. It is one of the 
things that he can get in return for all the 
worry and work and turmoil of life. It is one 
of the good things that his money can buy. 
It is the place where his wife spends her entire 
life. Itis the place where his children grow— 
where they are rosy and bright, and happy; or 
where they are pale and sickly and miserable. 
I tell you home gets next to aman and his 
family, and it ought to be his first thought. I 
have bought a home in Inman park, and I will 
tell you what I get out of it. In the first 
place I have the pleasure and pride that comes 
from living in such an ideal place. I have all 
the comforts of the city, forthe electric cars 
take me to my door in fifteen minutes, and if I 
miss one car I have anotherin tén minutes. 
The park is lighted by electricity. I have 
water from the city waterworks. I have sewers 
anda bath. I have city gasall through my 
house. I have a lot with three-quarters of an 
acre init. I have an orchard, alarge garden 
and two rows of grape vines 100 feet long. I 
have a large yard with flowers and trees in it. 
I have the finest well water in the world. 
I have a_ splendid fresh breeze of 
pure country air. The park is elevated and I 
have the benefit of sunsets that would put 
Italy to shame. I have alovely park with 
shade and flowers anda lake and a mineral 
spring almost at my door and there my chii- 
dren can play, and there I can walk with my 
wife, unmolested by the colored population for 
a sign reads ‘Private Grounds—Only White 
Persons Admitted.’ My children have been 
there now for a year and a halt. 
Not one of them has known 
aday’s sickness and they are. the 
rosiest, jolliest, happiest little fellows in town. 
That is what I have in Inman park. I intend 
that mychildren shall grow upthere in a 
community of good people and in a home that 
will grow more beautiful asthe years go by. 
Now, I want to know if itis not worth some- 
thing to live in such a home and to raise your 
children there? There are some things that 
are betterthan money, and I think that a 
home in Inman park, with all its beauty, 
present and prospective, is one of them.” 


There is anidea abroad that the lots in 
Inman park are out of the reach of any but the 
rich. Such is not the case. Itis true that in 
time they will be out of the reach of any but 
the very rich, but that time has not come yet, 
for the lots have not all passed out of the hands 
of the first owners. The fact that they are not 
too high may be illustrated by the case of a 
young man who is known to the writer of this 
article. Like a good many people, he thought 
that because the Inman park lots were the 
prettiest in town they were necessarily the 
highest, and without investigating he went 
and bought in another part of the city, where 
there were no especial advantages and very 
poor transportation facilities.

The terms on the Inman 
park lots that are to be sold tomorrow put them 
in the reach of all. One-fourth cash, one-fourth 
in one year, one-fourth in two years and the 
rest in three years, with interest. In view of 
the fact that there are only a limited number 
of lots in this park and that the terms are easy, 
it seems that a really prudent man would 
strain a point, and get a home that will be his 
pride and his pleasure, and that willin a few 
years be as vaiuable as any in the city, if not 
more so,

The Central’s New Line to Chattanooga, 
Mr. Haines Elected President of 
the Time Convention. 


The Central’s new line to Chattanooga by 
way of the Savannah, Griffin and North Ala- 
bama and the Chattanooga, Rome and Colum- 
bus, is beginning to have its effect. On Sat- 
urday the freight agents concerned discussed 
the effect of the twelve miles shortening of the 
line from Newnan to Chattanooga. Nothing 
definite could be ascertained, but it is supposed 
that the rate will be adjusted to new mileage 
and business will goon as before, except that 
the Central railroad will throw business to 
Chattanooga over its own line, instead of send- 
ing it over the Western and Atlantic. 

itis not even certain that the rate will be 
changed. One of the freight agents remarked 
yesterday that it was with the two roads to 
decide whether they would make a competi- 
tive point of Newnan, and readjust rates, It 
is reported that the Savannah, Griflin and 
North Alabama and the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Columbus will be consolidated, and Mr. J. 
D. Williamson will be manager. 

The opening of this line makes the third 
route for middle and south Georgia business to 
Chattanooga and points beyond. Ten years 
ago there was but one route, the Western and 
Atlantic. Then the East Tennessee came. 
For a year or two it took a part of the State 
road’s business, but the growth of the country 
has ut things back where the 
were, urther growth will soon make busi- 
ness for these lines. 


While the Centralis opening up a parallel 
line to the Western and Atlantic, the Louis- 
ville and Nashville appears to be on the ag- 
gressive. The Cedartown Standard has the 
following about the East and West railway of 
Alabama: 

The East and West railroad will likely be sold 
this summer. 

And when it goes to sale it will probably go into 
the control of the Louisville and Nashville system. 

Mr. Eugene Kelley, a New York banker, who 
holds about $600,000 of the receiver's certificates, 
passed over the road last week to examine its con- 
dition. He was accompanied by Major Byrne, of 
New York, who, it is thought, will be superinten- 
dent of the road in case it issold. They were to 
have been accompanied by Vice President 
Thomas, of the Louisville and Nashville system, 
but for some delay he did not jointhe party in 
Cartersville. 

The receiver, Colonel C. P. Ball, is to make 
hisreportthe 13th instant,toJudge F. 8S. Fer- 

uson, who is special master inchancery of the 
— court, and the hearing will be had in New 

Orn, 

When all this preliminary work is finished up, 
it is understood that a motion will be made by 
the large stockhdéiders to sell the road. This will 
very likely occur, andthe property will be pur- 
chased by these large stockholders. It has been 
rumored that the Louisville and Nashville would 
bid it in, and unite it with their large system of 
southern railroads, 

If the Louisville and Nashville road should 

etit, the East and West will be extended to 

irmingham from Pell City, and the eastern ter- 
minus would have an extension to some other 
point beyond Cartersville.

Haines’s address, which covers general disci- 
pline, the change of the association’s name 
means a widening of its field of operations. 

It was reported to the association that 95 per 
cent of all cars handled are released within 
forty-eight hours, and the committee urged 
that the convention make the forty-eight hour 
free limit and the dollar-a-day rate universal.
